view with The Associated Press 
today, said the program had been 
endorsed by trade 
associations, 


congressmen, government econom- 
ists, farm organizations and prom- 
inent individuals. Its success, he 
•aid, depended on wide co-opera- 
tion of important interests, partic- 
ularly industrials and bankers, and 
that it seemed assured. 


Their .program Is relatively sim- 


ple and, Dr. Persons explained, 
represents the least common de- 
nominator of effective platforms 
on which agreement seemed pos- 
sible.

ligent, and vigorous action."

Sodium rhodanate effected the 
speedy cure.

ARE AOVOGATEO BY 


GOVERNOR MURRAY 


OKLAHOMAN TESTIFIED BE- 


FORE HOUSE WAYS AND 


MEANS COMMITTEE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—(/P)— 
Sitting at ease with a smoking ci- 
gar and black coffee at hand, 
"Alfalfa 
Bill" 
Murray—otherwise 
the governor of Oklahoma—coun- 
seled congress today to Institute 
banking reforms. 


He testified before the house 
ways and means committee, intro- 
duced 
by 
Representative 
Mc- 


Keown, a fellow Democrat of his 
state. 


McKown Is sponsor of a bill 
to remove the 10 per cent tax on 
state bank note issues which was 
presented first about 15 years ago 
by Murray when he was a house 
member. 


The bill seeks to repeal the law 
in order that the so-called "Scotch'' 
banks in states could Issue notes 
on stored agricultural and similar 
products, 
Murray crossed his legs—expos- 


Ing white cotton socks and high 
laced shoes—and began a detailed 
discussion of "the central 
and 
Scotch bank systems in England" 
and the central or federal reserve 
banking system 
In the 
United 


States. 
He stressed that the constitution 
empowers congress "to coin mon- 
ey, not to issue money, as many 
seemed to think." He added that 
since the coining of money had 
been denied the states and that 
since "the Scotch banking system" 
had been abolished in 1875, the ex- 
isting central banking system had 
drained the agricultural regions of 
money. 
Explaining the "Scotch system." 
Murray said it decentralized the 
banking arrangements and that it 
does not require higher Indebted- 
ness on which to base Issues of 
currency.

In tho past could Issue currency 
on products stored In warehouses

against the currency Instead of on 
obligations as Is used by the fed- 
eral reserve system.

"Since the withdrawal of the 


Rockefeller interests many years 
ago," the letter states, "The man- 
agement of the company has been 
handed down from year to year to 
a group holding a relatively neg- 
lidble amount o£ the company's 
stock. 


"Under this 
management, 
in 


npite oC obvious advantages en- 
joyed by reason of Its name and 
the former position in the field, 
little or no progress has been 
made by the company as com- 
pared 
with other Standard 
oil 
companies or even as compared 
with newcomers in the field which 
have enjoyed 
efficient and ag- 


gressive management. 


"The management has been con- 


tent to let matters drift and is not 
taking 
the 
steps 
necessary 
to 


maintain tho relative position of 
the company in the face of over- 
increasing competition, or to de- 
velop the great 
possibilities of 
its 
exceptionally 
advantageous 


geopraphlcal situation." 
The last big proxy battle waged 


in Standard 
OH of Indiana 
In 


1929 
between John D. Rockefeller 


Jr., and Robert W. Stewart, chair- 
man of the board. 
The Rocke- 


feller interests emerged victorious 
and Stewart quit as chairman ntl 
director. 


SUPREME COURT* 


REFUSES REVIEW 
OF WOODMAN CASE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
18.—(ft— 
The supreme court refused today 
to review the appeal of B. H. 
Cousins of Travis county, Texas, 
challenging the validity of a Tex- 
as' statute under which the Sov- 
ereign Camp, Woodmen ot 
the 


World, had increased its insur- 
ance rate. 


Cousins had insurance in the 


Sovereign Camp, Woodmen of the 
World, headquarters, Omaha, Neb. 
In 1918 he reached the age of 70 
and was entitled to and received 
old age insurance of $300. A sim- 
ilar payment was made to him in 
1919. 
Before the third payment 


became due the company increas- 
ed its rate from $39 a year to 
$240. 
Cousins refused to pay the 


increase but continued to pay the 
former rate. 


The company declined to make 
any further installment payments 
on the old age feature of the pol- 
icy, 
asserting its right under the 


laws of Texas and of Nebraska to 
increase its insurance rate at any 
time on old as well aa new poli- 
cies. 


Cousins challenged . the validity 


of the state statute under which 
the insurance company had acted 
In 191H, pointing out it was enact- 
ed after he had taken out his in- 
surance. 
The slate tria] court decided in 


his favor hut was reversed by the 
court of civil appeal?. The Texas 
supreme court sustained the court 
of civil appeals, holding the Texajs 
statute did not violate any consti- 
tutional right.

Mission, Texas, today failed 
in 


their effort to compel the Hidalgo 
County Water Improvement Dis- 
trict to compensate them for wa- 
ter rights they claimed under con- 
tracts with the United Irrigation 
Company which was taken over 
by the Hidalgo Company.

GRAND JURY ASKS SANITY 


HEARING FOR FATHER WHO 


KILLED CHILD IN MERCY 


MILI^ERSBURG, O., Jan. 18.— 


(/P)—The puzzling ethics of a fath- 
er which caused him to kill his 
two-year-old son because the child 
was mentally defective were in- 
volved today In the decision of an 
Ohio jury, submitting the parent 
to a sanity test instead of a 
murder indictment. 


Meanwhile, the 
father, 
James 


Rtenhouse, maintained, "I 
know 
I did right; I would do it again." 
He was held in jnll pending ex- 
amination by psychiatrists. 
Stenhouse voluntarily confessed 


to Sheriff John A. Stevens sev- 
eral days ago that he killed the 
boy with chloroform two years 
ago to spare his wife from grief 
after 
surgeons 
pronounced 
the 


child's brain infection as Incur- 
able. 
The father said he administered 


the chloroform one night when

he returned 
home, 
intoxicated, 
and found the child in a stupor. 
He had waited Ji.rcc weeks, he 
said, for enougli courage to com- 
mit the act. 
His wife was 111 in 


another room at the time. 


After a doctor issued a certifi- 
cate that the child died from the 
brain 
infection, 
Stenhouse told 
his story to his wife and she ad- 
vised him not to tell anyone else. 
It disturbed and grieved him how- 
ever, until last week he told his 
13-year-old daughter, Ellen. 
She 


did not seem t.> understand the 
motive and the father, fearing the 
girl would reveal his act, then 
decided to tell the sheriff.

for it.
